tion. 

Mr. Winn thought that the Constitution, 
as it 12, was amply able to meet the objection 
urged by this bill. The county elections 
come off early in the year and this migratory 
class of voters would be cut off, any way, 
from participating in elections. However, 
there were features in the Constitution which 
he desired to see changed, and which the peo- 
ple demanded should be changed—these fea- 
tures which were go objectionable as to cause 
him to overcome his ‘repugnance to tinker 
with the fundamental law of the land. He 
thought this case not sufficient to make a 
special enactment at this time. 

Mr. Ilester opposed the bill from a consti- 
tutional opposition to change the funda- 
mental law. It had grown to be a mania 
almost to change constitutions and Jaws till 
the people hardly knew what the laws or the 
Constitution really were. 

Mr. Hudson, as the introducer of the bill,
